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PREFACE 


In This book the tables from V.S. 57 to V,S. 2100 have been given to enable the scholars 
of Indian History to convert readily the dales of Hijri and Vikram era to Christian era 
and vice versa. The corresponding years of (a) Saka era from 1 to 1986 (b) Christian 
era from A.D. i to A.D. 2044, and (c) Hijri era from 1 to 1466 have been shown in the 
second, fourth and fifth columns. The additional and suppressed months of Vikram 
and Saka eras are mentioned in the third column. The fourth column shows the day 
and date of the Christian era on the beginning day of the Vikram and Saka era i.e. 
Chaitra Shiikla Pratipada (one). From page 9 onwards, in the fifth column is given the 
month of Hijri era starting either on Dvitiya (Second) or Tritiya (Third) titfti (date)- 
according to the visibility of the moon — of Chaitra Shitkla. The month of Hijri 
era starts on the visibility of the moon in the rky on the evening of either Pratipada 
(First) or Dritiya (Second), but in the calendars it is recorded on Dvitiya or Tritya. 
For example, the crescent moon was visible on 29th march 1979 and the month Jamadi 
aiviw/ 1399 started on that evening but in calendars on 30th March, the first TVrnWi 
(date)was recorded. Due to the non-visibilly of the crescent moon on different places tliere 
can be a difference of a day in different calendars but this difference is eliminated in the 
next one or two months. 

In the sixth column, the date of the Christian era of the first day of the Muharram 
(the first month of Hijn era) has also been recorded. The last (seventh) column shows 
the day, along with the month of Vikram era. Tlie first Tarikh (date) of the Hijri era 
falls cither on second or third Pithi of Sfiukla Paksha of the Vikram or Saka eras. The 
Month and Paksha of the Vikram and Saka are the same. 

In the Introduction, I have given the method of calculating the dates of different 
eras. A list of solar and lunar eclipses have also been given as the eclipses have been 
often quoted in the old Indian records. All these were readily available to me from the 
archives of my grantfather (Late)Shri Jagadish Singhji Gahlot, the renowned Historian of 
Rajasthan. He prepared these for his book “Historical Calendar” (Itihas Sahayak 
Panchang (1582 A.D. to 2000 A.D.) Without these it would not have been easy for me 
to complete this book. My Father, Shri Sukhvir Singhji Gahlot, was constantly 
guiding me in this work. 

I am thankful to Dr. K.S. Lai, Professor and Head of History Department, 
Jodhpur University for going through this book and writing a foreword to it. 

I am sure with all care, some errors may have crept in and so I request the 
Scholors to point them out to me whenever they come to know of them. I am preparing ' 
Tables giving corresponding dates of the first of the months of Vikram, Christan and 
Hijri eras, and so their advice will help me a lot in one way or the other.

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INTRODUCTION 


In Indian History, the Christian, the Vikrami, the Saka and the Hijri eras are commonly 
used. The Christian Calendar, also called Gregorian Calendar was first introduced in India 
in the later half of the 18th Century and is widely used in official work. The Hindus of 
Northern India use Vikrami Calendar in business and. for ascertaining and defining the dates 
of festivals and religious ceremonies. They also ^.used the Vikrami era in ancient historical 
records viz. inscriptions, copper-plates etc. For the-last one thousand and five hundred years 
the Vikrami era is widely in use. The Saka era has very much in common with the Vikrarai ^ 
era and is very popular in South India. It is invariably used in the horoscopes. The Muslims 
all over the world use Hijri era for their festivals and religious ceremonies. In the medieval, 
age it was the official calendar of the Indian CentraT Government. The Muslim Hi^drianS' 
made use of this era in IKeir books. 

In the ancient and the medieval period some regions of India used their own calendars, 
but some of their calendars have glided into grave and so for a student of Indian History, the 
knowledge of the most popular Calendars viz. Vikrami, Saka, Christian and Hijri eras is 
essential. , . . 

VnCRAMIERA. 

Vikramaditya of Ujjain, it is said, to commemorate his victory over the Sakas, started 
the Vikrami Era. This era began with the vernal equinox of the year 57 B.C. (25th February), 
or the end of the KaJiyug ye^3^4i._It js used by all the Hind4,isjnJhp_Hattbem India .except 
in Bengal. In North India the year starts with the first (it/ti (date) of Chaitra Shukla (end of 
March) but the second and the consequent months start with the first tiihi of lirishna Paksha. 
The first month is only of 15 days. The last month of the year is Chaitra having Krsiia Paksha 
of 15 days only. In Gujarat the year starts with the first of Kartrika Shakla, whichTalls at the 
end of October. The months in Northern India are Purnimanta (ending on Purnima — ^fifteenth of 
Shukla Paksha), while in the South are Amania (ending on Amavasya — the last day of Krsna 
Paksha). The thirtieth day, recorded both in the North and South India is Amavasya, even 
though the month ends on Purnima. The Shukla Paksha in North India calendar always 
precedes Krisna Puksha of South India i.e. they have first the JO-isna Paksha and then Shukla 
Paksha, the Shukla Paksha of both being the same.

The months of the 'Vjhrami era arc lunar bul they are adjusted with the solar calendar 
by having additional months. An average lunar year is of 354 JOlO days but a solar year is of 
365 25^7 days and so there IS a difference of about U days between the lunar and solar years, 
and so seven additional months are adjusted m a penod of 19 years Ordinarily adhika months 
occur once In ^ years Some times a moath is suppressed but it is on rare occasions, say once 
In 63 yars but it may be as early as m 19 years and ns late as in 141 years Where there is a 
suppressed month m a year, there will be two additional months also w ithin a period of 
IS months 

The tirlii (date) of this era IS counted from sunrise but all tithls are not of the same 
doralicn. An average lunar month consists of S9 53059 days and to adjust the 30 tllhlt m a

month, the average period of a tithi comes to .984353 days. dThe morion of the moon is incons- 
tant and so the duration of tithis always varies. Due to this, some iithis complete their period 
from one sunrise to another simrise while some continue even after another sunrise. Some 
day there is no tithi while on some other days there are additional tithis. On an average a tithi 
is suppressed in 63 days 54 ghatis and 32 pafs (63 days 21 hours and 49 minutes or 63.9089 
days). Due to there being additional and suppressed tithis, in 1979 the following days will 
have the additional and suppressed tithis —

In 19 years there are 7 additional months and so when there are 2 months of the same 
name in a year, the first month is called adhika month and the second nija month. In 1980 / 
A. D. (V. S. 2037) there will be an additional month of Jyestha. The first month of Jyestha 
from 1st May to 29th May, 1980 will be called Adhika Jyestha, the second Jyestha mil be 
from 30th May to 28th June, 1980 and it will be called Nija Jyestha. 

The names of the months of Vikrami and Saka eras are the same. The names are- 
Chaitra, Vaisakha, Jyestha, Asadha, Sravana, Bhadrapada, Asvina, Karttika, Marg Susa,

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The Christian and Vikrami era calendars are solar and luni-solar respectively 
but as the Hijri .Calendar is lunar only, its year starts from any month of solar or 
luni-solar calendar. A lunar year is of 354 days 8 hours and 48 minutes and so the average 
number of days for each month comes to 29 days 25 hours and 44 minutes. A solar year is of 
36o days, 5 hours and 49 minutes and thus a Hijri year falls short of 10 days, 21 hours and 1 
minute. This results in an increase of about 1 1 days in a year, and of one year after every 
33 years. Thus on 25th November, 1946, the Muharrama of 1366 H.E. started and on 
2Ist November, 1979 (33 solar years) the Muharram of 1400 (34 lunar years) will start. 

Hijri months are Muharram, Safar, Rabi-ul-awwal, Rabiussani or Rabi Akhar, 
Jamad’I awwal, Jamadul Akhar, Rajab, Shaban, Ram 2 an, Shawal, Zilkada and Zilhijja. The 
month starts with the visibility of the crescent moon and so the months are either of 30 or 29 
days. For astronomical and chronological purposes the lengths of the months are defined by 
rule and not by observation. The length of each month in days for this purpose is as follows: —

In leap years, Zilhijja has one day more and that year there are 365 days. In a cycle 
of 30 days there are 1 1 leap years. That year of Hijri era, which when divided by 30, leaves 
a remainder of 2, 5, 7, 10, 13, 16, 18, 21, 24, 26 or 29 is called a leap year. 

Since the Hijri era depends on the visibility of the crescent moon, there might be a 
difference of a day, sometimes due to noiyvisibility of the crescent moon on account of clouds 
in the sky at different places. 

After every T9 years of Hijri era the same date falls with a difference of a day only viz. 
on 1st Muharram 1399 (2nd Decerhber, 1978) it was Saturday, and so on 1st Muharram 1418 
(9th May, 1997) it will be Friday. After every 133 years, the day falls on the same date viz. 
Muharram 1 of 1399 (2nd December, 1978), it will be Saturday, and on Muharram 1 of 1266 
(17tli November, 1S49) it was Saturday (the visibility of the crescent moon may make the 
difference of a day sometimes). ■ ' ' ’ 

It must be noted that when a Historian, specially a Muslim, gives dates in Hijri era, 
and writes that a. certain event happened, on the night of Rajab 2 of 122 Hijri (2nd June 740 
A.'D.) it means that the event may have happened between sunset ;and midm'ght of 1st June 
740 A.D. or between midnight and dawn of second June 740 A.D. 



tCLIPSfcS 


There is a solar eclipse when the Moon passes between the Sun and the Earth blocking 
out the Sun’s light. When the Moon passes into the shadow of the Earth its supply of 
sunlight is cut off and a lunar eclipse occurs. A solar eclipse always occurs at new moon 
(amavasya), and a lunar eclipse at a full moon (Purnima). 

Historical records mention the exact dates of the eclipses and the events associated 
with them. In various Indian Historical documents eclipses have been freely cited, and so the 
list of solar and lunar eclipses of the Vikrama Era (57 to 2100) has been recorded ;

CALCULATION OF DATES ETC. OF DIFFERENT ERAS 


For calculatina the dates it is essential to have a basic tithi whose correct Christian 
era date and day is known. For this purpose we take Friday. Pansha Shukla 15 of V.E. 2028. 
On this day the Purnima tithi completed its duration at about midnight and the first tithi of 
the month of Magh started and at the same time the 31st of December 1971, also ended, giving 

b rth to the new year of 1972. 

To find out any C.E. date from V. E. date count the days, months and years from 
or to the basic date. Also count the additional V.E. months falling during this period. Add 
them to complete days to know the days before or after the basic tithh If the 
day of the required tithi is known, confirm it from the basic tithi. If there is aditference of 

a day, presuming the day to be correct, add or substract from the total number of days. If 

there is a difference of 2 days or more, then take it that the known day is incorrect From the 
basic date of C.E. count the days by adding or substracting and find out the C.E. day. 


Example-Find out the day and date of Kartika Krsna 30 of V.S. 2031. 

The required tithi is 2 year 9 months 15 days after the basic date. 'As per Table XI (a) 
there are 2 additional months and so total period. wHl be 2 lunar years 11 lunar months and 
15 tithis As per Table XII there will be 1048.57 days. By dividing these by 7 we get 5 as 
remainder and so as per Table XIH it is Wednesday. 

In 2 vears after basic date as per Table XIV there are 731 days. DeducUng these from 
1048 57 we get 317.57 days. These are the lapsed days of 1974 A.D. Upto the end of October 
there are 304 days and so the remaining 13 days mean l3th of November. 

Example-Find out the’ date of V.E. 1925 Bhadra Krsna 12. Saturday for Kathiawar (Gujarat) 
Kathiawar Vikrama era is Karttikadi and months are amanta and so the date lor Cha- 
iirnrii vear is V E 1926 and month Asvin. From basic date it is 102 years 3 months 18 tithis. 

' The additional month Vaiaakha of V.E. 1926 passed before our required date and so we had 
a7 additional months only (Vide Table XI(a)) and 105 lunar years. 4 lunar months and 18 t.tbrs 
As ner Table XII we had 37344.66 days. By dividing those days hy7 we get 6 os rema.ndcrand 
^ 'Tohin YTTI it is Saturday (the correct day). It is now certain that 37344 days passed 
hefl' orhasfe di AsTe- .*XIV in 103 (100+3) years there were 37620 do.vs but as 
1900 was noUa leap year, deduct 1 day and so we had 37610 days. Deduct 37344 days from 
^7619 and rhave 275 days. Upto September 30, there are 273 days (Table XV) and so 2nd 

October is the required date.

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Finding out Hijri dates corresponding to‘ Christian dates, deduct 622 from C.E.; the 
remainder be multiplied by 1.0807. Add -46 to the resultant. The sum (whole number) will 
be the Hijri year. The figure after the decimal be multiplied by 354. This will give the 
number of days of the first of Muharram of Hijri era from the first of January of C.E, 

Example — Work out Hijri year and date' of 25th December 1697 

1697 -662=1075 

1075x1.0307=1108,0025 

1108.0025+-46=1108.4625{H.E. 11081 

•462.5 X 354= 163.72 

Counting the days of each month from Muharram (30), Safar (29), Rabiul Awsval (30), Rabi- 
Akhar(29) Jamadi awwal (30) and Jamadi Akhar (15), we come to 163 days. Thus on first 
January 1697 A.D. it was 16th Jamadi Akhir of 1108 H. E. From first January 1697 to 25th of 
December there were 359 (365-6) days. The remaining days for H. E. 1108 are 191. After 
that we have to count 359-191=168 days and so the days of Muharram 30, Safar 29, Rabi 
awwal 30, Rabi Akhar 29, Jamadiawwal 30 and Jamadi Akhir 20 give a total of it (168 days). 
So it is 20 Jamadi Akhir of H.E. 1109.

For ascertaing the date according to new sfyle calender i.e. for years after 1752 A.D. 
deduct 622 from C.E and multiply the remainder by 1.0307 and add -43703 to the resultant. 
Then adopt the aforementioned procedure.

Counting 1 57 days from Muharram 30, Safar 29, Rabi awwal 30, Rpbi Akhar 29, Jamadi 
awwal 30 and Jamadi Akhar 9 (Total 157) we find that Jamadi Akhar corresponds with 
January 1. From January 1 to 9th April there are (31 -r28-i-3 1 -f 9) 99 days. From Jama Akhir 
9 add 99 days (Jama Ahkar 21, Rajjab 30, Shaban 29 and Ramzan 19) and so the required, 
date is 19th Ramzan of H. E. 1377. 

For converting Hijri era dates to Christian era dates, substract -46 (for old style) and 
•43 (for new style) from Hijri era and the remainder be divided by 1,0307 upto 3 decimals. 
Add 622 to the remainder and get the year of C.E. The figure after decimal be multiplied by 
365.25 and get the date and the month. 

Example — Find out the date of I Ramzan 1079 H. E. ,

For finding out day for the required year take the last 2 figures and multiply by 1.25, 
Add to it figure of the month. Add the figure of date also : After adding all of them, divide 
the sum by 7, and you will get the week day. 

Example — Find out the day for 21st January 7079 
For 1900 the figure is 2 

For 79 X 1.25 (98.75) the figure is 98 
For January the figure is 6 

For date 21 

Total 127 

On dividing 127 by 7, we get remainder 1 i.e, Sunday.
